University  Chorale  At  Lincoln  Center  March  14 


The  150-voice  University 
Chorale  of  Boston  College  will 
make  its  Lincoln  Center  debut 
at  New  York's  Lincoln  Cen- 
ter for  the  Performing  Arts 
at  8:30  p.m.,  Saturday,  March 
14.  The  evening  will  present 
an  array  of  stars  and  will  in- 
clude the  New  York  premiere 
of  the  FOUR  FREEDOM 
SONGS  of  C.  Alexander  Pelo- 
quin,  with  Gilbert  Price  as 
soloist,  and  the  world  pre- 
miere of  a  new  ballet  per- 
formed by  the  Boston  Ballet 
Company  and  commissioned 
by  Boston  College.  Berj  Zam- 
kochian, organist  of  the  Bos- 
ton Symphony  Orchestra  and 
University  Organist  at  Bos- 
ton College,  and  pianist  Olga 
Stone,  Boston  College  Musi- 
cian-in-Residence,  will  join 
Dr.  Peloquin  and  the  Chorale 
in  the  March  performance. 

Opening  the  program  will 
be  the  University  Chorale  and 
the  Boston  Ballet  Company 
in  a  performance  of  the 
MISSA  BREVIS  by  the  con- 
temporary Hungarian  com- 
poser Zoltan  Kodaly.  Dr. 
Zamkochian  will  accompany 
the  Kodaly  work.  Student  solo- 


ists will  be  featured  for  the 
first  time  in  a  major  Chorale 
production. 

The  middle  portion  of  the 
program  will  bring  together, 
for  the  first  time,  Dr.  Stone 
and  Dr.  Peloquin  who  will  per- 
form the  four  hand  piano  ac- 
companiment in  eleven  of  the 
LIEBESL1EDER  WALTZES 
of  Johannes  Brahms.  Perform- 
ing the  work  will  be  the  Cho- 
rale Chamber  Singers. 

Concluding  the  program 
will  be  the  evening's  featured 
work,  the  FOUR  FREEDOM 
SONGS  conducted  by  the 
composer,  Dr.  Peloquin.  Fea- 
tured with  the  Chorale  will  be 
baritone  soloist  Gilbert  Price 
and  a  specially  assembled  or- 
chestra. The  soloist  and  or- 
chestra are  the  same  as  were 
seen  on  the  NBC  television 
premiere  of  the  work  a  year 
ago. 

Following  the  concert, 
President  W.  Seavey  Joyce, 
S.J.,  and  honorary  chairman 
Ed  Herlihy  will  host  a  recep- 
tion for  the  soloists,  patrons 
and  some  fifty  dignitaries  who 
will  attend  the  concert  as  the 
guests  of  the  University.

Boston  Ballet  To  Perform 
World  Premiere  With  Chorale 


The  world  premiere  of  a 
new  ballet,  commissioned  by 
Boston  College,  will  be  a  high- 
light of  the  March  14  concert 
of  the  University  Chorale  at 
Lincoln  Center.  The  MISSA 
BREVIS  of  Zoltan  Kodaly 
will  be  danced  by  the  Boston 
Ballet  Company  in  a  ballet 
choreographed  by  Samuel 
Kurkjian. 

This  is  the  first  time  Bos- 
ton College  has  commissioned 
a  work  for  the  dance.  The 
ballet  was  commissioned  to 
celebrate  the  Lincoln  Center 
debut  of  the  Chorale. 

BOSTON  BALLET 
COMPANY 

The  Boston  Ballet  Company, 
now  in  its  seventh  season, 
owes  its  existence  to  an  un- 
assuming and  indefatigable 
founder  and  artistic  director, 
E.  Virginia  Williams.  It  was 
Miss  Williams  who  undertook 
the  16  years  of  careful  prep- 
aration which  brought  New 
England's  only  professional 
company  to  life  in  1963. 

Miss  Williams  started  ballet 
training  in  early  childhood  in 
Melrose,  Massachusetts.  In 
her  late  teens,  though  an  ac- 
complished performer,  she  de- 
cided to  follow  a  career  of 
teaching.  Her  disciplined 
teaching  in  the  classical  style 
was  rewarded  as  she  watched 
her  students  join  the  world's 
finest  companies. 

To  help  students  develop 
professionally  and  artistically, 
Miss  Williams  formed  the  New 
England  Civic  Ballet  Com- 
pany in  1958.  It  was  during  a 
performance  at  the  Boston 
Arts  Festival  that  the  Com- 
pany was  observed  by  the 
great  dancer  and  choreog- 
rapher George  Balanchine. 
Mr.  Balanchine  was  so  im- 
pressed, he  later  became  ac- 
tively associated  with  the  com- 
pany. 

In  1962  the  name  of  the 
company  was  changed  to  the 
Boston    Ballet  Company   and, 


the  following  year,  the  new 
group  received  its  first  grant 
from  the  Ford  Foundation. 
With  the  $144,000  grant,  the 
company  began  preparation 
of  its  first  professional  season. 
Within  a  very  few  years, 
Clive  Barnes,  NEW  YORK 
TIMES  critic,  had  referred  to 
one  of  their  productions  as 
".  .  .  .the  most  notable  prem- 
iere of  the  American  season 
outside  New  York."  After  a 
New  York  performance,  Mr. 
Barnes  noted  the  Company 
".  .  .  .showed  New  York  the 
very  individual  style  of  the  Bos- 
ton Ballet.  .  .  .  more  rounded 
and  lyrical  than  most  Amer- 
ican ballet."  Boston's  Elliot 
Norton  has  said  very  simply 
of  the  Company,  "...  the 
dancing  was  so  impressively 
good." 

SAMUEL  KURKJIAN 

The  search  for  the  right 
choreographer  is  sometimes 
difficult.  The  Chorale  is  for- 
tunate in  Samuel  Kurkjian, 
resident  choreographer  of  the 
Boston  Ballet  Company. 

Mr.  Kurkjian,  like  many 
dancers,  started  his  studies 
at  an  early  age.  Unlike  most, 
however,  he  was  forced  to  stop 
dancing  after  suffering  knee 
injuries.  During  the  ensuing 
years  he  entered  the  University 
of  Illinois  and  received  his 
Bachelor's  and  Master's  de- 
grees in  history. 

After  his  knees  were  healed, 
Mr.  Kurkjian  returned  to  bal- 
let study.  In  1967,  he  entered 
his  choreography  in  the  Ves- 
tris  Prize  Choreographic  Com- 
petition in  Boston.  As  a  result 
of  winning  an  award  he  was 
invited  to  become  a  member 
and  choreographer  of  the  Bos- 
ton Ballet  Company. 

Since  joining  the  Boston 
company  he  has  also  been  in- 
vited to  serve  as  resident 
choreographer  of  the  New 
York  City  Ballet  Workshop 
at  Saratoga  (Summer,  1968) 
and  with  the  Chicago  Lyric 
Opera  Company  (Fall,   1969).

Peloquin  In  15th  Year 
At  Boston  College 

symphony  orchestra  in  the  cel- 
ebration of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic liturgy  at  a  Mass  in  Bos- 
ton's Cathedral  of  the  Holy 
Cross  in  1963.  This  concert 
Mass,  which  ante -dated  that 
later  performed  by  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  as  a 
memorial  to  President  Ken- 
nedy, was  a  part  of  the  Uni- 
versity's centennial  festivities. 
In  1964,  Dr.  Peloquin  was  in- 
vited to  conduct  the  music  for 
the  first  Mass  sung  in  English 
in  the  United  States  in  St. 
Louis,  Missouri.  More  recent- 
ly, his  liturgical  compositions 
have  been  integrated  with 
choreography  for  ballet  per- 
formance, while  his  non- 
liturgical  works  have  been 
performed  in  religious  ser- 
vices. 

A  frequent  guest  on  such 
programs  as  THE  CATHO- 
LIC HOUR  and  LAMP  UN- 
TO MY  FEET,  Dr.  Peloquin 
this  past  November  conducted 
the  Peloquin  Chorale  and  the 
Ebenezer  Baptist  Church 
Choir  on  an  NBC  television 
special  entitled,  SING  FREE- 
DOM, dedicated  to  the  memo- 
ry of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.  It  was  on  this  occasion 
that  the  FOUR  FREEDOM 
SONGS  enjoyed  their  first 
television  presentation. 

Dr.  Peloquin  will  conduct 
the  program  at  Lincoln  Cen- 
ter and  will  be  heard  at  the 
piano  with  Dr.  Olga  Stone, 
Musician-in-Residence  at  Bos- 
ton College,  in  a  performance 
of  Johannes  Brahms'  LIE- 
BESLIEDER  WALTZES. 


C.  Alexander  Peloquin 

C.  Alexander  Peloquin  has 
been  a  popular  figure  at  Bos- 
ton College  for  15  years,  first 
as  Director  of  the  Men's  Glee 
Club  and  the  Band,  and  now 
as  Lecturer  in  Music,  Com- 
poser-in-Residence,  and  as 
music  director  and  permanent 
conductor  of  the  University 
Chorale. 

Music  Director  of  the  Ca- 
thedral of  Sts.  Peter  and  Paul 
in  Providence,  Rhode  Island, 
Dr.  Peloquin  is  equally  at 
ease  lecturing  on  Gregorian 
chant  and  on  pop  music  at 
"Middle  Earth,"  Boston  Col- 
lege's student-operated  coffee 
house. 

He  is  a  bold  innovator  in 
liturgical  music  and  intro- 
duced, for  the  first  time  in  the 
United  States,  the  use  of  a  full

Berj  Zamkochian 

Berj  Zamkochian  is  a  noted 
American  organist.  He  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  position  of  or- 
ganist with  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony and  Boston  "Pops" 
Orchestras  by  Charles  Munch 
and  Arthur  Fiedler  in  1957. 

This  past  September  Dr. 
Zamkochian  was  named  Uni- 
versity Organist  at  Boston 
College  by  President  W.  Sea- 
vey Joyce,  S.J.  In  December 
he  performed  his  first  recital 
in  the  new  post  at  Boston  Col- 
lege to  dedicate  the  univer- 
sity's new  Allen  organ. 

In  1965,  Dr.  Zamkochian 
became  the  first  North  Ameri- 
can organist  to  tour  the  Soviet 
Union.  He  has  returned  there 
many  times  since  that  first 
tour,  both  as  a  musical  am- 
bassador of  the  United  States 
State  Department  and  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Soviet  govern- 
ment. 

The  Boston  College  Univer- 
sity Organist  will  accompany 
the  Chorale  and  the  Boston 
Ballet  Company  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  MISSA  BRE- 
VIS of  Zoltan  Kodaly.  He 
will  also  be  heard  in  the  post- 
lude  of  the  contemporary 
work,  ITE  MISSA  EST. 


Chorale  In        Four  Freedom  Songs  To 
Eighth  Season  Receive  New  York  Premiere 


The  150-voice  University 
Chorale  of  Boston  College 
this  year  celebrates  its  eighth 
season  and  100  years  of  a 
vigorous  choral  music  tradi- 
tion at  Boston  College. 

The  Chorale  is  the  culmina- 
tion of  a  wide  variety  of  musi- 
cal organizations  which  have 
contributed  to  the  Univer- 
sity's cultural  life  since  1869, 
the  year  in  which  a  group  of 
young  men  was  assembled  to 
sing  at  a  Mass.  The  Univer- 
sity Chorale  has  itself  evolved 
from  the  long-flourishing 
Men's  Glee  Club.  In  1962, 
when  women  students  had  be- 
gun to  take  an  increasingly 
larger  role  in  campus  life  and 
activities,  it  became  obvious 
that  an  organization  to  include 
^omen's  voices  was  necessary 
and  desirable.  Not  only  has 
the  chorus  of  mixed  voices 
Provided  opportunities  for  a 
richer  repertoire  and  for  the 
Performance    of    new    major 


works,  the  University  Chorale 
is  a  vivid  statement  of  the 
talent  and  diversity  to  be 
found  in  the  Boston  College 
community. 

The  University  Chorale  has 
clearly  established  itself  in 
these  eight  years  in  national 
television  broadcasts  and  in 
performances  with  such  inter- 
nationally-known performers 
as  Eileen  Farrell,  Jean  Ma- 
deira and  Vera  Zorina  as  one 
of  the  finest  singing  organiza- 
tions in  the  East. 

This  year,  for  the  first  time, 
the  Chorale  draws  soloists 
from  its  own  ranks.  Students 
Richard  Cieri,  Donna  Chiac- 
cha  and  Alfred  Newcomb  will 
be  heard  in  the  Kodaly  MISSA 
BREVIS  on  March  14.  These 
gifted  young  people  represent 
the  latest  step  forward  in  a 
musical  tradition  fostered  by 
the  Jesuits  at  Boston  College 
a  century  ago. 


Dr.  Stone  To 
Perform  Brahms 


Musicologist,  educator  and 
Musician-in-Residence  at  Bos- 
ton College,  Olga  Stone  has 
taught  music  history  and  the- 
ory in  the  School  of  Education 
for  thirteen  years.  Her  fre- 
quent recitals  have  been  popu- 
lar additions  to  the  cultural 
life  of  the  campus.  This  year 
she  has  given  a  series  of  in- 
formal lecture-recitals  for  stu- 
dents and  faculty. 

Dr.  Stone  will  join  C. 
Alexander  Peloquin  at  the 
keyboard  on  March  14  at 
Tully  Hall,  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  LIEBESLIED- 
ER  WALTZES  of  Johannes 
Brahms.  The  two  Boston  Col- 
lege professors  will  provide 
the  four-hand  piano  accom- 
paniment to  the  12-member 
Chorale  Chamber  Singers  as 
they  perform  1 1  of  Brahms' 
beautiful  love  songs  in  Ger- 
man. 

Dr.  Stone  started  piano 
study  at  the  age  of  seven  and 
Within  four  years  had  given 
her  first  recital.  Among  her 
Private  teachers  were  the  Scot- 
tish composer-pianist,  Helen 
Hopekirk  and  the  American 
composer-pianist,  Lukas  Foss. 
It  was  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Foss 
that  Dr.  Stone  entered  and  won 
a  piano  competition  in  Boston 
which  led  to  her  first  recital 
at  Jordan  Hall.

Several  years  later,  while 
studying  for  her  doctorate  at 
Boston  University,  the  Bos- 
ton College  professor  gave  a 
second  recital  at  the  same  hall. 

Dr.  Stone  has  studied  musi- 
cology  under  such  authorities 
as  Karl  Geiringer,  noted  Bach 
family  scholar.  She  is  an  au- 
thority on  the  20th  century 
Italian  composer,  Goffredo 
Petrassi,  and  has  given  first 
performances  of  several  of  his 

works. 

Dr.  Stone  has  performed 
with  the  Boston  Symphony, 
the  Boston  "Pops"  and  the 
Boston  University  orchestras. 
This  will  be  her  first  appear- 
ance at  Lincoln  Center. 


On  March  14,  Alice  Tully 
Hall  will  be  the  scene  of  the 
New  York  Premiere  of  the 
FOUR  FREEDOM  SONGS 
by  C.  Alexander  Peloquin 
and  Thomas  Merton.  The 
work,  which  Dr.  Peloquin 
completed  the  night  of  Dr. 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.'s,  as- 
sassination in  Memphis,  is 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the 
slain  civil  rights  leader. 

The  FOUR  FREEDOM 
SONGS  received  their  world 
premiere  in  August,  1968,  at 
the  Liturgical  Conference  in 
Washington,  D.C.  Following 
the  first  performance,  Dorothy 
Day,   editor  of  the   CATHO- 


LIC WORKER,  said,  "The 
close  of  the  evening  was  a  tre- 
mendous burst  of  sound.  .  . 
and  an  inspiring  call  to  action 
that  raised  us  all  from  our 
seats.  It  was  truly  music  that 
could  bring  the  walls  of  Jeri- 
cho down." 

"A  friend  showed  me  Fa- 
ther Merton's  eight  poems  and 
asked  me  if  I  would  be  in- 
terested in  setting  them  to  mu- 
sic," says  the  composer.  "It 
was  a  new  genre  for  me.  I 
had  done  very  little  in  this 
area  of  almost  folk  music.  1 
chose  four  of  the  songs.  .  . 
they  make  you  want  to  cry  and 
dance.  The  last  song  is  a  shout 


—  a  cry  for  salvation." 

Following  the  performance 
in  Washington  the  audience 
demanded  the  final  song  be 
repeated.  Ovations  have  greet- 
ed the  work  in  each  of  its 
performances.  Millions  saw 
the  Peloquin  Chorale  and  the 
Ebenezer  Baptist  Church 
Choir  and  soloist.  Gilbert 
Price,  perform  the  FOUR 
FREEDOM  SONGS  on  an 
NBC  television  special  in  Oc- 
tober, 1968. 

Performing  the  work  will 
be  the  University  Chorale  with 
the  same  soloist  and  orchestra 
that  appeared  in  the  television 
performance. 


Gilbert  Price  Is  Soloist  In  Peloquin  Work 


It  is  not  ordinary  for  an 
unknown  singer  to  stop  audi- 
tions cold  —  or  bring  down 
the  house  in  two  Broadway 
shows  —  but  then  Gilbert 
Price  has  a  voice  that  could 
hardly  be  called  ordinary. 

Mr.  Price  will  perform  the 
baritone  solo  in  C.  Alexander 
Peloquin's  FOUR  FREEDOM 
SONGS.  The  young  singer  was 
the  soloist  in  the  television 
premiere  of  the  work  in  1968. 
The  composer  has  called  his 
performance  "definitive." 

Gilbert  Price  first  impressed 
theatre    critics    with    his    out- 


standing performance  in  the 
off-Broadway  play  JERICO- 
JIM  CROW.  This  perfor- 
mance won  him  the  Theatre 
World  Award  in  1964.  The 
following  year  he  was  given 
the  Fanny  Kemble  Award  for 
his  role  in  THE  ROAR  OF 
THE  GREASEPAINT.  THE 
SMELL  OF  THE  CROWD. 
Prior  to  his  performances 
on  Broadway  Mr.  Price  toured 
with  Harry  Belafonte  and 
Leonard  De  Paur.  Recently 
he  has  been  seen  on  the  Ed 
Sullivan  and  Merv  Griffin  * 
Shows.

Ed  Herlihy's  name  and 
voice  precede  him  wherever 
he  goes.  One  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful announcers  in  tele- 
vision he  is  now  becoming  in- 
creasingly well  known  for  his 
stage  performances. 

Mr.  Herlihy  is  a  member  of 
the  class  of  1932.  Soon  after 
graduation  he  took  his  first 
steps  into  the  new  world  of 
television.  He  opened  daytime 
television  in  the  early  '40s 
with  his  DATE  IN  MAN- 
HATTAN program  which  was 
seen  for  three  years.  The 
popular  Sunday  morning 
CHILDREN'S  HOUR  was 
another  successful  spot  for  the 
Boston  College  graduate. 

His  voice  was  an  important 
part  of  dozens  of  radio  soap 
operas  when  in  their  prime  — 
from  VIC  AND  SADE  to 
PEPPER  YOUNG  to  INNER 
SANCTUM.  Following  the 
death  of  Graham  McNamee  in 
1942,  Mr.  Herlihy  became 
commentator  for  what  turned 
out  to  be  the  last  of  the  news- 
reels,  that  of  Universal-Inter- 
national. His  voice  was  heard

throughout  the  world  as  he 
covered  every  major  news 
story  from  1942  until  the  news- 
reel's  demise  in  1967. 

The  tasty  recipes  of  the 
Kraft  Foods  Company  as  well 
as  his  roles  in  such  plays  as 
MAME  with  Janis  Page  keep 
him  regularly  before  the  pub- 
lic. 

Mr.  Herlihy  will  introduce 
the  March  14  program  and 
will  join  President  W.  Seavey 
Joyce,  S.J.,  in  greeting  patrons 
and  dignitaries  at  a  reception 
following  the  concert.
